now a three-year-old, was 
quite an impressive beast. 
While he had the typical 
Ballindalloch front, and 
had the Banks bulls beat- 
en in head, shoulder and 
style, he lacked the rear of 
the Banks cattle, but one 
imagines the master hand 
of Mr. Beddie is welding 
onto his good rears the 
style and front ends of 


two great bulls—Eureka 
of Advie and Jovial Eric. 
The third herd bull, Eil- 
eanach, was away. I am 
not certain whether he had “been sent away,” as the Scots put it 
when they are through with a bull, or he had been sent over to 
another breeder for uce on another herd. This was the top bull at 
Perth a few years ago, bred at Harviestoun. 

Eureka of Advie, while in his fourteenth year, is still a great 
sire, as a glimpse of Black Idol at Auchterarder a few days later 
showed. He has also sired the champion groups of bulls at the 
last two Aberdeen Spring Sales. Though bred down to a much 
thinner state than the other herd bull, so that he showed a slight 
lack back of the shoulders, he would still beat a ton in weight, 
and was right up on his toes and had the depth, lines and natural 
fleshing wanted. He is a double Chieftain Erica and is considered 
one of the great sires in Scctland. While Baron Beauford at 
Bleaton would be ranked above him by most disinterested breeders, 
and nerhans many would prefer the breeding that went with Eviles- 
co of Ballindalloch at the head of the famous Speyside herd, the

Ballindalloch cattle that 
are so popular in show and 
sale rings on the other 
side. When he accomplishes this he will have something close to 
perfection. 

Out in the fields, we saw the heifers, yearlings and two-year- 
olds and then went over the cows with calves. Between clouds and 
flashes of sunshine, we managed to get a few good snaps of the 
Banks herd, which will indicate the type of cattle being bred at this 
famous Buchan farm. Gammer 24, a breed champion, was one of 
the great old cows that took the eye as she appeared in the pasture. 
Ericas, Jilts, Miss Burgesses, Blackbirds and Prides were strong- 
ly represented after the Gammers and Demora Vines. Probably the 
Miss Burgess line here was of special interest to Americans, for 
the heifer sold at Chicago by Carpenter & Ross came from The 
Banks, and Col. Brock liked them so well that he secured a cow and 
heifer calf to take back to Iowa. These are both of the Beautiful 
Maid branch of this family, considered THE branch by the Scots.

The fat cattle buyer must P - 
not only determine what kind of carcass the animal he buys will 
produce, but he must also determine what the steer will yield, in 
terms of carcass to live weight. This is known as the dressing 
percentage and depends on the condition, the freedom from paunch- 
iness, the type and the quality. Fat steers always outdress animals 
of less finish, the degree of their condition being judged in accurate 
detail by the filling of the tongue root, brisket, shoulder vein, flank 
and twist, in addition to the general covering over the body. The 
fill of the digestive organs with feed and water is as important as 
the condition. In shipping, steers of 1200 pound weight frequently 
shrink 40 to 60 pounds, due to the emptying of the digestive tract, 
which is 8 to 5 per cent. of the entire weight of the animal. A dif- 
ference in estimate of 1 per cent. dress on a 1200 pound steer selling

and the lot at home were 
purchased in the vicinity 
of their farms and on the 
Omaha market. They are 


all well bred stock, Mr. Foster stating that those purchased at home 
come from high grade herds, the sires being pure bred bulls of fine 
quality. And he added that the appearance of the cattle bought on 
the market leads him to believe that they, too, were sired by pure 
bred bulls. They start their cattle on silage, cottonseed meal and a 
little corn. Early in the summer they are turned out on a blue grass 
pasture and are then finished on corn and cotton seed meal while 
running on the pasture. This is an economical method, as they fig- 
ure. They have found the Aberdeen-Angus make good gains when 
this system is followed. That is why they are boosters for the breed 
and always have some of the Doddies in the lot. This firm has fin- 
ished several loads of cattle for the International in the past, among

There are many larger and more 
minent herds in different sections of the country, but most of 
on have been founded with a large outlay of money. The re- 
ults that have been obtained by these four men, however, should 
offer encouragement and be an inspiration to men of limited 
posi who have thought many times that they would like to breed 
yre-bred cattle and have been frightened out from making a

~~, four farmers all live in the same community at Pig- 
gott, Arkansas, and for a number of years prior to breeding pure- 
bred cattle, they had been carrying on their breeding operations 
together.

had paid as high as $150 and $200 for yearling heifers, neighbors 
were very much concerned over the condition of their minds. Some 
of their neighbors are a little skeptical even yet, but the majority 
of them are beginning to see that these breeders were not so far 
wrong after all. 

Shortly after this first purchase was made, two other lots of 
cattle were secured to stock the four farms; one from Illinois 
and another from Missouri. These three shipments, which included 
all the cattle purchased, cost a total of $4,420. Since that time, 
they have sold a few head, mostly bulls, for $4.405. In addition, 
they have now more than 80 head of registered cattle that are 
easily worth more than $25,000. 

Casual observation is sufficient to show that these men have 
excellent individuals on their farms. Furthermore, they have pedi- 
grees that will please the most exacting. The herd on W. W. Me- 
bane’s farm has nothing but Queen Mothers and Heather Blooms, 
while such families as the Trojan Ericas, Blackbirds, Lady Idas, 
Pearls, Drumin Lucys and Prides are represented in the other 
herds.

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Mumford on Co-Operative Stock Marketing 


It is believed, that as far as practic- 
able, the farmer should not only own but 
control the selling or marketing of his 
product until it is sold to the manufac- 
turer or user. The co-operative live stock 
shipping association brought the live 
stock producer one step nearer this ob- 
jective. The shipping associaticn has not yet reached the point of 
efficiency that could be desired, but on the average it is bringing 
considerably higher net returns to the producer. It has been bitter- 
ly opposed both openly and covertly, but that it has come to stay 
as a permanent feature of live stock marketing is generally agreed. 

The co-operative live stock commission company, manned by 
experienced men in the live stock commission business completes the 
chain between the live stock producer and the manufacturer or buy- 
er. Looking ahead, it appears to be a desirable and ultimately 
necessary link to shorten the distance between the producer and the 
consumer. As our live stock marketing program develops, it will be 
important to have the selling as well as the buying forces working 
in harmony.

He felt that the weevil would seriously cripple his farming opera- 
tions if he continued to make cotton his sole source of revenue. 

‘As it has turned out the pest has never damaged the cotton crop 
in his immediate vicinity to any great extent, except one year. But 
at any rate this fear of the weevil, which made Mr. King go into 
the cattle business is partly responsible for his record-smashing 
career as a cattle feeder. On April 9, 1917, he obtained the highest 
price ever paid for Mississippi raised cattle, when he sold on-the 
st, Louis’ market a bunch averaging 1,900 pounds for $11.35 per 
ewt. In July of the following year, he took another carload to St. 
Louis, and broke another record by selling 19 grade Angus for 
$17.70 per cwt., which was the highest price ever paid for cattle of 
any kind on this market. | 

As a result of Mr. King’s feeding operations, he has not only 
made some money, but has established a reputation as a cattle feed- 
er par excellence. Strange to say Mr. King does not live in a live- 
sock section, but in the Mississippi Delta where cotton grows eight 
feet tall and real beef

“Joe” King Got Scared at Boll Weevil; 
Broke Cattle-Feeding Record for Half 
the Country at East St. Louis Market. 


By Eugene Butler, in the Progressive Farmer 


records looked bigger than profits, 
and he determined to beat Hurdle 
Bros., of Holly Springs, Miss., who had 
broken several records on the St. 
Louis market. So he set about to find 
a good lot of steers, and finally pur- 
chased 64 head of strong, vigorous, 
capacious feeders that would put on a 
large and steady gain, endure feeding 
for a long time, finish out at a great weight and yield a high per- 
centage of prime beef. The steers were put on feed during Novem- 
ber and at the start consumed about 40 pounds of silage and 3 
pounds of cottonseed meal per day. They were gradually worked 
up to a heavy grain ration. During the “warming up” period they 
were fed mostly on silage, for cattle get on a full feed somewhat 
more rapidly when fed on a ration made up largely of roughage, 
and not a great deal of grain. 

To show what these cattle consumed, we give below the aver- 
age daily ration for one month in the feeding period: 
Average daily ration during Fe bruary: 

46 pounds of corn silage. 

4.7 pounds cottonseed meal. 

A small allowance of alfalfa and lespedeza hays.

Mr. King owns ap- 
proximately 1,200 acres 
of rich land two and 
one-half miles from 
Swan Lake, in Talla- . 
satchie County. Of the 
300 acres in cultivation 
probably half of it is in 
cotton. The remainder .

alfalfa, and lespedeza. 
To handle his feeders, 
Mr. King has a roomy 
shed that will take care 
of several carloads and 
twin silos that hold 230 
tons each.

As he is well equipped 
for winter feeding, he 
buys his feeders in the . 
fall of the year. At this season they are cheaper than during 
February, March and April, when the expensive winter feeding is 
over and buyers are looking for cattle to put on grass. ran. 

When Mr. King went into the cattle game he sought the aid of 
the Mississippi Extension Division and he gives much credit for his 
success to the beef cattle specialists on the force. 

During the fall of 1915, Mr. King purchased 25 head of com- 
mon or native cattle, weighing on an average 876 pounds, for five 
cents a pound. These steers were fed for 90 days on an average 
daily ration of 8 to 4 pounds of hay, 45 pounds of silage and 6 
pounds of cottonseed meal. They gained 1.7 pounds per day and 
were sold for $17.25 per cwt. Charging silage at $3 per ton, hay at 
$15 per ton and cottonseed meal at $33 per ton, the cost of 100 
pounds of gain was $10.05.

Protects a Naturally Fertile Soil 


Mr. King has taken some steps to keep his place fertile. Ma- 
nure is hauled out and spread on the thin spots, and whenever a 
piece of ground begins to run down, he puts it in peas for a year 
or so before going back to cotton and corn. Some of the land on 
the place, that was cleared five years ago, makes a tremendous 
cotton stalk. When the writer was on the place during the latter 
part of August he saw cotton between eight and nine feet high, and 
while this very rank-growing cotton does not fruit in proportion to 
its size, the crop as a whole is well fruited. [Continued on page 17

“IF YOU HAVE TO TAKE HORNS, 
DEHORN WHEN THEY GO INTO FEED LOT.” 


There are some fifteen to twenty live stock market papers pub- 
lished at the leading markets of the United States. Several of 
these are dailies, some have only two to four issues a week; but all 
are practical publications which present the live stock markets a: 
they are written into history from day to day. To the person who 
has never followed the live stock market reports, they are usually 
dull newspapers, all tables, figures and trade terms. However, they 
talk the business at the foundation of the pure bred live stock in- 
dustry, and they are as practical as dollars and trial balances 
What they have to say about any subject is usually the result of 
facts brought out from hundreds of thousands of individual animals 
coming to their markets and changing hands for slaughter or re- 
turn to the country for feeding before taking another trip to the 
stock yards. We have already called attention to two markets’ ad- 
vice on horns on feeder cattle. The quotation at the head of this 
editorial is an excerpt from a paragraph on horns appearing in the 
last issue of the Bourbon Stock Journal, published at Leuisville, 
Kentucky. “Buying Cattle for Winter Feeding” is the subject.

“Dehorned cattle feed out to better advantage, ship to better ad- 
vantage, and market to better advantage. Get the quality and age to 
suit, and if you have to take horns in addition, dehorn the cattle when 

| they go into the feed lot. The purchase should be uniform in size, color 
| and quality. As a usual thing, thin feeders are the best to buy. How- 
| ever, for a short feed,. cattle ‘warmed up’ a little should be the better.”

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Dakotan Breeds Doddies for Milk and Beef 


C. F. Johnson, of Clay county, South 
Dakota, believes in raising his own stock 
for the market and nothing but the best 
will do in this case. For that purpose he 
maintains a herd of pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle on his farm which after 
many years’ upbuilding is now at a high 
standard. Twenty-five years ago he purchased a small herd of 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cows and a registered bull. From this 
beginning he has built up a herd that now numbers about 200 head. 
Every head of cattle on his place is pure bred, he stated, even to 
the cows that produce the milk. They are Aberdeen-Angus like the 
rest. He stated they may not give the quantity of milk like some 
of the dairy breeds would, but the milk they get is of very good 
= and quite rich. This makes it a strictly Aberdeen-Angus 
arm. 

He recently marketed at Chicago a load of his own produced 
Aberdeen-Angus yearlings which averaged 900 pounds and they 
carried plenty of quality, indicating that Mr. Johnson has developec 
his herd along the right lines. The poorer breeding animals are 
weeded out when they do not seem to be keeping up with the 
standard and are replaced by the younger stock.

' Mr. Johnson stated there are several Aberdeen-Angus herds in 
his section of the country. He said that while he sells a few head 
of stock every year for breeding purposes he has never had his 
young stock registered although they are eligible for registry. 

He figures that 400 acres is plenty to carry a herd of this size 
and raise the corn to feed them and leave some room for oats. The 
advantages of raising one’s own stock for the market are many, 
according to this breeder and feeder, as he explained it. He said, 
“Well, if you have them coming on, you do not have to buy them 
and you know what they are when you get them. We find it pays 
and we have done it for twenty-five years. More and more people 
in that part of South Dakota are trying it and they do not seem to 
regret it.” 

This feeder is one of the old timers in that part of the country 
and helped introduce the Aberdeen-Angus into what was then 
prairie country. But as he stated, there are now several herds 
there and men who are maintaining Aberdeen-Angus herds for the 
production of market cattle, do not regret their moves.—Jos. Carroll.

Doddie Steers 10 Cents Over Top 


Not satisfied with putting a new top on the Chicago market by 
10¢ per hundred weight, the Aberdeen-Angus steers came back and 


until about three months after that they were on what might be 
called a full feed. When on full feed they received the same ration, 
about one and one-half pounds of cotton seed meal per day being 
allowed for each steer. The straight feeding period lasted about 
four months. 

“During the summer months I feed plenty of silage which is an 
important factor in cutting the cost of production. These cattle 
showed no ill effects from the rough feed, the corn and oil meal at 
the finish giving them the hard finish that made them attractive 
to the buyers. I feed once a day, keeping feed before the cattle at 
all times. I find that this does not affect their appetites. Some 
cattle will eat more than others and by having feed in the bunks at 
all times they can partake whenever they feel like it. ; 

“IT found the Aberdeen-Angus very good ‘doers’ at all times, 
making maximum gains during the period. They certainly de- 
veloved into a first class market steer which I know made the high 
price possible. 

“T also found the Aberdeen-Angus cattle gentle at all times. 
There never was a time that I could not walk into the feed lot and 
feel unsafe. The cattle were not bothered by my walking right up to 
them and looking into'the bunks. They kept on eating. Strangers 
eculd even go into the lot, the cattle would not bother them but 
would remain in their places and be contented. This is a big 
factor in the cattle feeding business. If the cattle were restless 
and wild they would run away from the hay racks or feed bunks

“When the cattle are content they are 
bound to do better. It is just like humans, 
when they are not worried or bothered, they 
feel better and naturally are in better con- 
dition. I could walk up and pat the cattle at 
any time and they would go right on with 
their eating and regardless of the length of 
time I stayed in the feed lot, they did not 
stop taking their rations,” added Mr. Ash- 
worth. 

This feeder handles a large number of 
cattle each year. He is a strong booster for 
the Aberdeen-Angus cattle. From experi- 
ence he has found them to be the ideal beef 
cattle, capable of putting on weight in a 
hurry, putting it on in such a manner that 
they are smooth at selling time. Their ap- 
pearance when finished appealed to him, he 
finding that the buyers liked such a grade 
of cattle and when such is the case, the high- 
est price is the result. 

In his comment he could hardly say too 
much for the Aberdeen-Angus from the 
standpoint of the feeder. They did so well 
that his enthusiasm ran high and he was 
not a bit backward in pointing out the good 
features that go to make the Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle ideal in the feed lot and at the 
market when the test of the feeder’s work 
is at stake.—J. M. Carroll.

The Story of My Baby Beef 


I had heard and read so much about the 
club work that I thought I would like to 
join. As I liked to feed calves better than 
the other projects, I became a member of 
the Boys’ and Girls’ calf club in February. 

February 28, 1920, I picked a grade calf 
about four months old out of a herd of fif- 
teen of my father’s that were not fed up and 
named her “May Rose.” I selected an Aber- 
deen-Angus calf because they make the best 
feeding cattle. My father helped me pick 
her out and the agriculture teacher helped 
me weigh her. She weighed 325 lbs. I 
started to feed her two pounds of feed 
(ground feed) a day and five pounds of clov- 
er. She was getting a few quarts of milk 
from her mother that I could not value. 

March 6th I raised her ration to three 
pounds a day of ground feed at the same 
price. I also used a little oil meal. I fed 
this ration three months, then I fed her half 
corn and half ground feed. 

I put her on a nurse cow the first of July. 
It took about two weeks for her to get used

Owner Scotland’s Red Herd Writes 


Editor Journal: Many thanks for copy 
of the Wisconsin Experiment Station Bul- 
letin on Red Calves. I have had a letter 
from Mr. L. J. Cole (University of Wis- 
consin) on the subject. 

In November, 1915, Mr. W. K. Macdonald 
of Arbroath, sold a draft of about 50 out of 
his herd (the only one of red Aberdeen-An- 
gus in Britain) retaining only a few of the 
best. The bulk of these were scattered over 
the country, being ultimately fed off. | 
bought a few at that sale and shortly be- 
fore Mr. Macdonald’s death in May 1919, | 
bought the remainder of his herd privately. 
During the past few years I have also been 
uying up any red calf which appears in any 
of the black herds in the country. In Feb- 
ruary, 1919, I purchased a red yearling bull, 
Conglass Jubilant from Mr. Stephen, Cong- 
lass, Inverurie. He served as a stock bull 
up to May of this year when I sold him to 
Senor Erausquin, Argentine at a good fig- 
ure. My stock bull at present is Red 
Prince Eric”, which I bought at his mother’s 
foot from Mr. Macdonald in 1919. My crop 
of calves (1920) off “Conglass Jubilant 
promises well, there being two very 
bull calves.
